The organisation ms to remain i& the regions occupied by TITO far the pur- 
pose of Interrupting his cortmmlcatTnna, and in the event of complete eva- 
cuation of Croatia by' the German and Croatian armies, of maintaining clan- 
destine liaison between. Croatia Ood that part of Germany which, according 
to plan, W3& to be defended at All Costs until secret weapons were ready. 

The men wefee divided into groups, each headed by a German «f fleer, assigned 
to operate in the Lika, fferaegavim* Slavonia and Zagarje areas. These 
groups had prepared secret oaehss of anas, axnnunition, explosives, and money 
(Gsoatlan Kunes, Serb Dinar*, and Sens Ian Buhls*). Every second or third 
cache was equipped with a transmitting radio station,

He does net, however, know their real names because 
all used aliases.

feels sore he could locate; " 

c. If he were authorised to ss&fee a tour of refugee campe in Italy and Austria, 
he believes that he could atill find eight or tea forcer Beakers of this 
organisation, especially If he wars permitted access to the Hate of the 
Croat Ians held in American camps in Austria.

HJBURIC'a unpopularity, especially abroad, Subsource believes that he will be- 
come oqs of the intellectual leaders of the resistance movement because of frfa 
intellectual and. organising abilities. At present he works under the alias of

11. The two most likely candidates for this second assignment would be the above- 
mentioned "PAdC” and "MANIC" who would report back to Subsoured upon completion 
of their niaaiea, while the three men entrusted with the plan’s first phase 
would remain in Croatia. Qaa of them should be a tIT operator trained in the 
operation of the special transmitting sets nc*/ buried In Croatia. As soon as 
the iTT operator reached his destination he should establish contest with hie 
base. n PACIC n and "MANIC” should successively establish liaison between this 
station and the other resistance groups so that in a short time we would be in a 
position to receive doily information of the movements of the resistance groups 
and of all that they observe in their tones of operations. 

12. Another clandestine organisation could be established through embers of the 
former B&rtlto Nhsionale fhscista in the region extending to f lume . Such an or- 
ganisation would furnish Valuable information on all that is going on in Vene&ia 
Giulia and latsia. Subscures denies that he id exaggerating when he declares 
he is iaap^ition to reorganise payt of the inf carnation service of the fascist 
militia, in this area. Modt bf its mot&ers, though at present in OZNA service, 
are vall trt g to famish inftmsatiCKt to the *K5raatian Clandestine Consnand n abroad 
foe* a fidsncial conxdderfttion* Subsource exalte that on his own initiative he 
has already established ooctact in this direction, and that the spokesman of 
the group Is awaiting a reply from the "CrohtLan Clandestine Command" In \«hose 
case Subsource protends to deal. If desirable , this clandestine organisation 
could be linked with the information center of the Croatian resistance forces 
in ardor to afford liaison with the resistance tnovetseat thorough two land routes, 
one throiigh Austria and one through Flume. 

13. In outlining the project above, tiub&oujrce fqt@&ee& the following objections 
which might be raised: 

a. the plan is incomplete; 

b» only the aliases of those who are currently abroad; 

e. no guarantees as to the veracity of statements made have been given, i.e. 
details through which these statements could be checked have been furnished. 
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Subsoucce states that ha has not node a fuller report because tie does not 
knot vhebher tha plan vdll be of any iotevest. Subsouroa has used aliases 
instead of true names bgwe,ho states, of a feeling of no sal obligation 
to tie nan Sho tore fought legally Sac the Croatian' nationalist cause. As 
far eub«faragtnp3t *et v dMrt f Stfla eo c r ce states that he has furnished sufficient 
guarantee of rejaaetty by adaSfttios Ms contact with the SS, in stating that ho 
can reestablish that contact; by adfltttlBg cdrtact with feecisbej by painting 
aar ttot he mas a me a tier of the sabotage argaolaatlcn, and thus could be 
qualified as a terrorist and an enosy of the United Nations.
